Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.

5. On or before the date of the first 
meeting of the Regional Board, as here- 
inafter provided, the Councils of the 
member municipalities, other than elec- 
toral areas, shall appoint their requisite 
Director or Directors, whose term of 
office shall run until the first Monday 
following the Ist day of January, 1969, 
or until their respective successors are 
appointed, whichever is the later. 


Interim Electoral Area Directors 


6. Until the first elected Directors to 
represent the electoral areas take office 
as provided herein, the following persons 
are appointed interim Directors to repre- 
sent the electoral areas: Electoral Area 
A—Earl Hall; Electoral Area B—D. C.

8. The Secretary of the regional district 
shall be the Returning Officer at the first 
election of the elected Directors, and in 
the event that he is unable to act, the 
Regional Board shall appoint some other 
person in his stead. 

9. The Regional Board shall appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are re- 
quired to preside at the respective polling- 
places, or delegate to the Returning Offi- 
cer the power to appoint such Deputy 
Returning Officers, and otherwise arrange 
for the holding of the first election. 

10. Nominations for the first elected 
Directors shall be held at the offices of 
the regional district on the 25th day of 
November, 1968, from ten o'clock in the 
forenoon to twelve o'clock noon. 

11. Polling, if any, at the first election 
of the elected Directors shall be held on 
the 7th day of December, 1968, from 


eight o’clock in the forenoon to eight 
o’clock in the afternoon at places de- 
termined by the Regional Board. 

12. The provisions of subsection (2) 
of section 772 of the Municipal Act ap- 
ply mutatis mutandis to the first election, 
except as otherwise provided herein. 

13. Subject to sections 50 and 51 of 
the Municipal Act, any elector other than 
a corporation whose name appears on the 
current list of electors for the election of 
school trustees is qualified to be nomi- 
nated, elected, and to hold office as an 
elected Director. 

14. The term of office of the first 
elected Directors shall run from the first 
meeting of the Regional Board following 
their election until the first Monday fol- 
lowing the Ist day of January, 1971, or 
until their successor is sworn in, which- 
ever is the later. 


Current Borrowing Power 


15. The sums of money which may be 
borrowed to meet the current lawful ex- 
penditures of the regional district may in 
the aggregate equal five thousand dollars 
($5,000). 


Division II.—Contract Services 


The regional district may undertake any 
work or service for or on behalf of any 
member municipality, other than an elec- 
toral area, upon such terms and condi- 
tions as are mutually agreed upon, pro- 
vided such work or service is within the 
powers of the municipality and provided 
that the entire cost of any such work or 
service shall be borne by the municipality 
concerned. 


Division I1].—Local Works and 
Services 


With respect to that part of the regional 
district not within a city, district, town, 
or village municipality, the regional dis- 
trict has all the powers of a district oper- 
ating under Part XVI of the Municipal 
Act, except sections 589 and 590, and 
the provisions of the said Part, except 
sections 589 and 590, apply mutatis 
mutandis.

7. The candidate elected as Trustee for 
whom the greatest number of votes is 
cast at the general meeting called pur- 
suant to clause 6 hereof shall hold office 
until the annual general meeting of 1971, 
the candidate elected for whom the sec- 
ond greatest number of votes is cast shall 
hold office until the annual general meet- 
ing of 1970, and the candidate elected for 
whom the third greatest number of votes 
is cast shall hold office until the annual 
general meeting of 1969, but should there 
be nominated no more than three candi- 
dates for office of Trustee, or should any 
two or more candidates receive an equal 
number of votes, then the Returning 
Officer shall have power to and shall 
declare which of the candidates are 
elected and which shall hold office until 
the next, the second, and the third suc- 
ceeding annual general meetings respec- 
tively. 

8. All subsequent elections of Trustees
